be reached in this way it was pro- | 
posed to ask.the U. S. navy de-| 
partment to send a fleet of twenty | 
or more vessels to Lake Okeecho- 
bee 

At the recent’ mass meeting 
which was a true represéntation of | 
the Everglades people they did not | 
ask for war vessels but for a llt- | 
tle dredge to come up and remove 
the obstructions from our drain- 
age canals that we could return 
to our homes and farms which are 
now flooded. 

We know of no greater injustice 
ever having been done any com- 
munity In the state than for the 
state to sell them drained land 
along state drainage canals and 
then alow these canals to be dam- 
med, flooding thelr farms and 
driving them from their homes. 

After the meeting one of the 
board members’ came to me and 
said in a jesting way that he be- 
Meved that the man responsible 
for the damming of our drainage 
canals should be in jail. I told him 
I would go him one. better. I be- 
lieved that those who were respon- 
sible for the dam remaining in our 
drainage canals should also be in 
jail.

IN NEW SEASON} 


The 1930-31 season can hardly 
be as bad as that of 1929-30, which 
started badly and finished worse. 
Although the lake was as low as 
12.3 feet the first week of Septem- 
ber. 1929, there was a storm Sep- 
tember 29 and 30, with four and 
a quarter inches of rainfall in that 
storm period.

PROFIT PROMISE 
IN LIMA BEANS 


Lima beans is one of the several 
vegetables that may be looked to 
to make profit for Everglades 
growers in the coming season. 
Whether or not the duty on limas 
from Cuba and Poro'Rico was in- 
creased is not made clear in the 
statement Senator Fletcher- sent 
to The Everglades News, for limas 
were not mentioned specifically, 
the bean item merely describing 
‘green’ beans,” on which the duty 
was raised from 14 cent per pound 
to 3% cents per pound.

With High Tax Ex- 
€ess Acreage 


"The Southern Sugar Company, 
which got nation-wide attention 
by its adroit publicity methods and 
to the affairs of which new Inter- 
est is added by its failure, owned 
7125,000 acres of muck land on the 
southern. of Lake Okeecho- 
bee in January, 1929; according to 
; advertising matter issued at that 
time to assist the sale of stock. 
"The company had 23,000 acres of 
growing cane in July of 1930 when 
application was made for appoint- 
ment of a receiver, according to a 
report made to creditors and 
stockholders at that time. It is in- 
dicated by the figures that the 
company owned five times aš 
much land as it had under cultiva- 
tion. 

These figures. are commonly 
taken as being reason for the 
failure — spreading development 
over far more land than could be 
made use of. Unti! shortly before 
the failure, negotiations were un- 
der way for still more land. 

DRAINAGE TAXES 

Nearly 40,000 acres of the sugar 
company's properties “are already 
under definite water control,” the 
stock sales literature said of the 
holdings in 1920, on which in 1930 
there had been planted 23,000 
acres of cane. With 40,000 acres 
under “definite water control,” 
there evidéntly was 85,000 acres 
that was nôt under such control |- 
and for which control had to be 
established to make the 85,000 
acres available for the profitable 
production of sugar. 

Drainage taxes and other car- 
rying charges on 85,000 ‘acres of 
idle land must have béen a cause 
contributing to the failure of the 
sugar,company and likely to be an 
embarrassment in future financ- 
ing unless tle policy of excess 
holdings of land is abandoned. 

The stock sales literature from 
which'these figures are quoted 
carries a picture of a fleet of six 
tractors on which lighting plants 
"were mounted, "operating contin- 
uously, night.andday, over the 
Southern Sugar Companys lands, 
preparing additional acres for 
cane planting." It was not general- 
ly known here, at the time, that 
six tractors were operating con- 
t night and day within 
sied ‘Gach’ her: "Comimenda- 
tion is due the publicity depart- 
ment for its cleverness in over- 
coming the difficulty of taking a 
photograph of the night scene of 
six tractors at work. — ;

It has a quotation 
from a Mr. Grosvenor Dawe, who 
is" described as "a sugar expert 
employed by the'statè of Florida."

OF ASPARAGUS 


Visit to Canal Point Farm

Asparagus, said to be of Per- 
sian origin and to have been cul- 


years before the Christian era 
therefore, among the oldest edible 


vegetables known, appears to be 
having a hard time in its endeavor 
to find a comfortable or perma- 
nent place in Florida’s agriculture, 
notwithstanding that this sta! 
has come to be recognized as the 
nation’s most varied and prolific | 
vegetable production area, 

Earlier attempts at propagation 
throughout the state appear to 
have been attended by such severe 
discouragements that asparagus | 
growing in Florida has had to suf- 
fer long detention on the “it-can't- 
be-done-here" sidetrack. Never- 
theless, its recognized food value 
and universal enjoyment as a fe 
ture of daily diet, together with 
the knowledge of its extensive and 
Profitable cultivation in the north, 
appear to have kept alive the spary | 
of hopeful experimentation until 
at least a certain area of the state | 
now appears to be on the thres-| 
hold of profitable production. 

While sporadic and intermittent | 
experiments have been made on a | 
limited scale during the past 
couple of decades, it seems to have 
remained for the Davis-Fordham 
Plantation, incorporated, with of- 
fices in West Palm Beach, and 
farms in the Everglades near Ca- 
nal Point, to pioneer an experi 
ment development of adequate size 
and sufficiently capitalized to de- 
termine whether asparagus may 
be successfully grown in Florida. 

‘The officers of this company 
now, after five years of diligent 
end more or less discouraging ex- 
perimental work, believe they 
have made sufficient progress to 
be able to sty that asparagus may | 
be successfully and profitably | 
grown on certain types of muck | 
land of the Everglades after the 
same has been properly drained 
and the plants properly set and 
cared for. 

One of the significant features 
of this project also is that it was) 
not conceived as a promotion | 
scheme to sell either stock or land. 
The primary object of the enter- 
prise, its developers emphasize, is 
to grow asparagus for market ín 
large quantities on the same prin- 
ciple that the tomato raiser or the 
bean grower operates, and for the 
purpose of. making money. + 
F. U. Davis, president of the 
Everglades organization, is a prac- 
tical farmer who has had a num- 
ber of years’ experience in exten- 
sive farm operation, including 12 
years in California, where he grew 
not only asparagus but. many 
other vegetables.
